THE SCHEDULE TO THE 


HAWKERS ORDINANCE, 1935. 


Mr. Carrie, who was supported by statements on the 
subject from the Deputy Director of Health Services, DR. 
N. C. MACLEOD, and from MR. L, C. F. BELLAMY, held 
that drastic action was necessary as it had been proved 
beyond any doubt that the cholera epidemics of the past 
few years had been influenced to an immeasureably large 
extent by the increase in the number of itinerant cooked 


food hawkers. 


DR. S. N. CHAU, supported 
by MR. B. WONG TAPE, sug- 
. gested an avoidance of dras- 
tic action in enforcing such 
“regulations as the Council 
would see fit to pass and ad- 
vocated the exercise of bene- 
volent persuasive influence by 
officers of the Sanitary De- 
partment in their endeavour 
to secure obedience to the re- 
quirements of the law. 

Mr, ‘Carrie, addressing the Coun- 
cil, sald that the meeting was 
concerned with the problem of 
the hawker of cooked food. This 
probiem had been one ever before 
the Couneil since he had first pre- 
sided at the meeting of this body 
134 years ago. It was through the 
efforts especially of Dr. Li Shu-fan 
an 1934 that in the following year 
legislation was brought into being 
by virtue of which the control of 
hawkers was entrusted to ‘the 
Drban Council. 


NO NEW LICENCES 


Bince- 1936, no new licences for 
the sale of ¢ooked food had been 
‘granted itinerant hawkers. He 
had at the time also, Mr. Carrie 
sald, ascertained the views on this 
matter of the Chinese members of 
Cound, and they Had unanimous- 
ly agtéedl that no new licences be 
granted,, ahd that should the re- 
ductiot in the number df renewals 
through ‘the ‘following years be 
deemed ‘ndt quick enough, cancel- 
Jation ‘of 4 fiumber of the licences 
annually be considered. 

It was decided then that a re- 
view of the situation be made in 
September, 1937, to determine if 
the reduction in the number of 
renewals of such licences had 
‘reached any appreciable extent. 
‘During 1936-37, a great reduction 
tn the number of Hcences renewed 
-did take place. Of the 706 food- 
‘stall licences then helt, 617 only 
“had been renewed and the number 
-of Mcences renewed by itinerant 
hawkers was only 2,606 as against 
the 5,140 issued the ‘previous year. 
. There were at the present a total 
-of 436 stalls selling cooked food 
and 164 other stores dealing in 
fruit, cakes and sweets. This 
number was larger than the in- 

- terest of the public health would 
support, and the stalls were indeed 
-exercising a detrimental Influence

SCHEME OPERATES IN 
FAVOUR OF. RETAILERS

WITH THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE GOVERNMENT ° 


RICE MONOPOLY SCHEME ON MONDAY, retailers all 
over the -Colony are now compelled to purchase their 
stocks through the sub- distribution centres which, in turn, 


obtain the rice from, Government. 


On Monday, Connaught 
Road West—between the Ma- 
cao steamship wharf and 
Centre Street—was a hive of 
activity. Within this area is 
situated practically all the 
wholesale rice “hongs” and 
FIVE (out of a total of only 
TEN) Government sub-dis- 
tribution centres. 

DELIVERY TO RETAILERS 

When a Hongkong Dally Press 


reporter visited this district, about | * 


noon on Monday, rice was going 
out of the wholesale hongs by the 
hundreds of bags for delivery to 
the retail shops. Inquiries made 
at one of the hongs elicited the 
information that the bags were 
destined for those retall shops 
which previously “booked” the rice 
for future delivery. As Govern- 
ment Intend to take over all the 
rice from the wholesalers, they 
had no option but to ask the re- 
tallers to take delivery of what 
they had ordered. 

The rice, transported by trucks 
of the China Provident, Loan and 
and Mortgage Co., Ltd.. being car- 
Tied into the new sub-distribution 
centres was found to be Govern- 
ment rice. These centres, it might 
be of interest to note, 
wholesale shops, 
made any pretence of being In the 
retail trade. No samples of rice 
were displayed at these shops, al- 
though such samples might have 
been on the counters packed in 
the convential envelopes. 


In the other five centres—all of 
which are retail shops—samples of 
three qualities of Government rice, 
contained in glass bottles, were 
on view. THE PRICE OF THE 
DIFFERENT QUALITIES WERE, 
HOWEVER, NOT MARKED ON 
THE BAGS .OF RICE EXPOSED 
FOR SALE AND THE PUBLIC 
HAD, THEREFORE, TO TAKE
